LA protesters stand firm 
after defying eviction

More than 1,000 anti-Wall 
Street protesters defied a dead¬ 
line to leave a park near Los 
Angeles City Hall, as police 
vowed to evict them "as gently 
as possible" to clear out a two- 
month old camp. 

The midnight deadline 


passed without police charging 
the encampment, but by the 
middle of the night scores of 
baton-wielding officers had 
surrounded the park, prevent¬ 
ing the protesters from moving 
into adjacent streets to clear 
the streets for the morning traf¬ 
fic. 

A small group of protesters 
also announced legal action 
aimed at preventing police 
from breaking up their en¬ 
campment in a park near City 
Hall, which remained in place 
despite a midnight deadline.

time allowed, second year stu¬ 
dents will also prepare a 
dessert. Duplication by stu¬ 
dents is calculated, so testers 


can compare techniques 
for preparing the same 
dishes and their perform¬ 
ance during finals will 
account for 40% of their 
grade. 

Gisslen’s “Profes¬ 
sional Cooking” is the 
bible of the EPI, and all 
dishes must conform to 
the recipes in the book. 
Though creativity is a 
prerequisite in any chef, 
first year students are 
there to learn the basics, 
so are required to stick to 
the recipes and these 
classic, tried and true 
techniques. Getting inno¬ 
vative by changing the 
standard ingredients of 
an iconic dish, such as a

Labor Force Survey to be Aruba in high gear for all-important 
extended by one week! Tourism Summit 


ORANJESTAD - After 4 
weeks of tracking through 
our barrios interviewing a se¬ 
lect group of citizens, the 
Ministry of Tourism reports 
much success with this im¬ 
portant project. The large 
number of selected homes 
were visited and interviewed 
by a survey team; and the co¬ 
operation was fantastic. 

The Survey was scheduled 
to be conducted in a 4 weeks 
period, from October 31st to 
November 27th. However, 
through this means, the Mi¬ 
nistry of Labor wishes to in¬ 
form everyone that they will 
extend the survey for one 
more week, November 28 to 
December 4th. This addi¬ 
tional week will be used to 
return to those homes where 
no one was at home at the 
time, or to certain addresses 
that were incorrect. There 
were addresses that resulted 
in being a business concern 
and not a residence. There 
were also cases where the 
household was out of the is¬ 
land on vacation. This week 
will be used to return to these 
places for the all-important 
interviews. 

Obviously, the Survey 
team continues to count on 
the cooperation of these 
homes as well. 

The main objective of this 
survey is to obtain a complete 
and actual picture of our 


Labor Market for the year 
2011. This survey is a method 
for collecting information 
concerning the population 
that is economically active 
and those that are inactive. 
This objective is in confor¬ 
mity with the guidelines es¬ 
tablished by ILO. 

An important segment of 
information that is being 
measured from the data col¬ 
lected is the level of unem¬ 
ployment in the labor force 
and the level of unemploy¬ 
ment of those between the 
ages of 15 to 24 years of age. 

The scientific method 
used in this particular Survey 
selected about 2000 ad¬ 
dresses around the island to 
participate in the survey. The 
vast majority of the 2000 ad¬ 
dresses have been visited by 
the 25 interviewers during 
the past 4 weeks. 

The Minister of Labor was 
pleased with the response and 
cooperation of everyone who 
assisted in making this Pro¬ 
ject a success. He had words 
of praise for a job well done. 
Oduber is now calling on 
those who are yet to be vi¬ 
sited to cooperate so that they 
can finalize the process with 
the same success as the first 
4 weeks. It is important to 
mention too that all the infor¬ 
mation collected will remain 
totally anonymous and confi¬ 
dential. 


ORANJESTAD - The gov¬ 
ernment of Aruba is commit¬ 
ted to implementing a 
Strategic Plan with its focus 
on maintaining and improv¬ 
ing Aruba’s competitive posi¬ 
tion in the Caribbean. 

In 2010 the Dick Pope In¬ 
stitute for Tourism Studies of 
the University Of Central 
Llorida Rosen College Of 
Hospitality Management was 
entrusted with the task of cre¬ 
ating this Strategic Plan for 
Aruba. 

The Strategic Plan is com¬ 
prised of different 4 cross-sec¬ 
tions’ of Aruba which is 
designed to steer us into a 
new strategic direction. Lac- 
tors in the planning will in¬ 
clude demographic data of 
tourists which is in constant 
change, the experience of 
tourists on the island com¬ 
pared to the preferences and 
expectations of tourists, 
while ensuring, and maintain¬ 
ing and improving the quality 
of life of our citizens. 

In preparation for this pro¬ 
ject, six focus groups were 
formed in the areas of authen¬ 
ticity, productivity, partner¬ 
ship, food and generations. 
Surveys were conducted in 
the areas of telecommunica¬ 
tions, experiences of cruise 
visitors, vacation preferences, 
and the experiences related to 
food. The data collected from 
these areas would prove im¬ 
portant for future recommen¬ 
dations. 

The data collected by the 
team of UCL in preparation 
for the Strategic Plan for the 
Development of Tourism, 
will provide Aruba with help¬ 
ful tools for the development 
of a sustainable tourism. 

Meanwhile Aruba conti¬ 
nues to increase her competi¬ 
tiveness as a destination.

Assad regime orders 
crimes against humanity 


GENEVA (AFP) - Syrian se¬ 
curity forces committed crimes 
against humanity, including 
the killing and torture of chil¬ 
dren, after orders from the top 
of Bashar al-Assad's regime, 
UN-appointed investigators 
said yesterday. 

Evidence gathered by the 
Independent Commission of 
Inquiry on Syria found state 
officials guilty of murders, 
rape and torture, in their brutal 
crackdown on protesters since 
March. 

The panel interviewed 223 
victims and witnesses, among 
them defectors from President 
Assad's security forces who 
told of shoot to kill orders to 
crush demonstrators and cases 
of children being tortured to 
death. 

"The commission believes 
that orders to shoot and other¬ 
wise mistreat civilians origi¬ 
nated from policies and 
directives issued at the highest 
levels of the armed forces and 
the government," the panel 
said in its report. 

Chairman Paulo Pinheiro 
told a press conference in 
Geneva: "Members of the Syr¬ 
ian army and security forces 
have committed crimes against 
humanity in their repression of 
a largely civilian population in 
the context of a peaceful 
protest movement. "These 
crimes include murder, torture, 
rape and imprisonment. 

"The commission has also 
concluded that the widespread 
and systematic violations of 
human rights in Syria could 


not have happened without the 
consent of the highest-ranking 
state officials." 

Defectors from military and 
security forces told the com¬ 
mission that they received or¬ 
ders to shoot at unarmed 
protesters without warning. 

They had conducted joint 
operations with loyalist mili¬ 
tias with "shoot to kill" orders, 
notably in Latakia in early 
April and in a suburb of the 
same port city in August. 

The panel heard of sniper 
attacks on people leading 
marches and on those trying to 
rescue the wounded. 

Torture and killings report¬ 
edly took place in the Homs 
Military Hospital by security 
forces dressed as doctors and 
abuse of detainees was de¬ 
scribed as "rampant" at the de¬ 
tention facilities of the Air 
Force Intelligence Branch at 
Mazzeh airport near Damascus. 

The commission said Syria 
had violated the right to life, to 
peaceful assembly and to free¬ 
dom of movement among others. 

It called on the government 
to put an "immediate end to 
gross human rights violations" 
and launch an independent in¬ 
vestigation into the violence. 

The report also acknowl¬ 
edged the existence of the 
"Free Syrian Army," a group of 
defectors it said had claimed 
responsibility for armed attacks 
against military and security 
forces and in its list of recom¬ 
mendations the panel urged op¬ 
position groups to respect 
international human rights law.

Rifts emerge as UN climate talks open

DURBAN (AFP) - UN climate 
talks got underway here yester¬ 
day amid calls for action to 
head off worsening drought, 
floods and storms but also to 
fears of a bustup just two years 
after a near-fiasco in Copen¬ 
hagen. 

Topping the agenda in Dur¬ 
ban is the fate of the Kyoto 
Protocol, the only worldwide 
pact with targets for curbing 
heat-trapping emissions, 
whose first round of pledges 
expires at the end of 2012. 

The conference must also 
push ahead with a "Green Cli¬ 
mate Fund" that would muster 
up to 100 billion dollars a year 
to shore up the defences of vul¬ 
nerable countries. 

In a speech to the 194-na¬ 
tion forum, South African 


President Jacob Zuma pointed 
to a series of disasters in his 
country as a sign of warning. 

"We have experienced un¬ 
usual and severe flooding in 
coastal areas in recent times, 
impacting on people directly as 
they lose their homes, jobs and 
livelihoods," he said. 

"Given the urgency, go¬ 
vernments need to strive to 
find solutions here in Durban. 
Change and solutions are al¬ 
ways possible, and Durban 
must take us many steps for¬ 
ward towards a solution that 
saves tomorrow today." 

But the mood has been 


soured by a continuing rift 
over how to share out the bur¬ 
den of emissions curbs, while 
the global economic crisis 
casts a long shadow over the 
climate fund. 

UN climate chief Chris¬ 
tiana Figueres said the 12-day 
talks must urgently shore up 
public confidence.

CARACAS (AFP) - Venezuela 
has captured a major Colom¬ 
bian drug lord known as "El 
Valenciano," Colombia’s Pres¬ 
ident Juan Manuel Santos said 
here yesterday during a visit 
with President Hugo Chavez.

Health Tip: 

How to Look for Whole 
Grains 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Neuro¬ 
surgeons may one day get help 
in operating rooms from a 
robot with movements 10 
times steadier than the human 
hand to perform delicate brain 
surgeries, the EU said Mon¬ 
day. 

The European Commission 
touted the EU-funded ROBO- 
CAST project as a break¬ 
through in robotic 

neurosurgery that could in fu¬ 
ture help treat tumors, 
epilepsy, Parkinson’s disease 
and Tourette syndrome. 

Developped by British, 
German, Italian and Israeli re¬ 


searchers, the robotic hand, 
guided by a surgeon, has 13 
types of movement compared 
to four available to human 
hands during minimally inva¬ 
sive surgery. 

It even has ’’haptic feed¬ 
back”, or physical cues that 
allow surgeons to assess tissue 
and feel the amount of force 
applied during surgery, the Eu¬ 
ropean Commission said in re¬ 
porting the EU-funded 
ROBOCAST project. 

The robot has only been 
tested on dummies so far, per¬ 
forming keyhole neurosurgery, 
in which a probe enters a tiny 


hole in the skull to manipulate 
tissue or collect blood and 
other fluids. 

’’Robots can reduce sur¬ 
geon's tremor tenfold, making 
them especially useful in pro¬ 
tecting the delicate and impor¬ 
tant brain matter,” the 
commission said. 

The European Union, 
marking European Robotics 
Week, said it was funding a 
parallel project involving three 
robots to assist surgeons oper¬ 
ating on patients who must 
stay away during neuro¬ 
surgery. 

The EU's executive Com¬ 
mission has already spent 400 
million euros in around 100 ro¬ 
botics projects. Brussels says 
global demand for robot-re¬ 
lated products was worth 
around 15.5 billion euros in 
2010, including 3.0 billion in 
Europe. 


- Eating a high-fiber diet may 
reduce your risk of colorectal 
cancer, especially if the fiber 
is from cereal and whole 
grains, according to a new re¬ 
view. 

British and Dutch re¬ 
searchers analyzed 25 studies 
that included a total of nearly 
2 million people. Compared 
with the lowest levels of fiber 
consumption, each 10 gram 
per day increase in intake of 
total dietary fiber and cereal 
fiber was associated with a 10 
percent reduced risk of col¬ 
orectal cancer. 

Consuming 90 grams more 
a day (three servings, or three 
and one-quarter ounces) of 
whole grains was associated 
with about a 20 percent lower 
risk. 

The review did not find 
significant evidence of a link 
between fruit or vegetable 
fiber and colorectal cancer 
risk. 

A previous analysis did 
find that a high intake of fruit 
and vegetables was associated 
with a reduced risk of colorec¬ 
tal cancer, which suggests that 
components other than fiber in 
fruits and vegetables may play 
a role, the researchers said. 

The study appears online 
Nov. 11 in BMJ. 

They also noted that a 
high-fiber diet may reduce the 
risk of cardiovascular disease, 
type 2 diabetes, overweight, 
obesity and possibly overall 
risk of death.

"This study highlights the 
importance of a diet rich in 
fiber,” said Dr. Anthony Star- 
poli, a gastroenterologist at 
Lenox Hill Hospital in New 
York City. " We know that sol¬ 
uble is most helpful in im¬ 
proving colon transit times. As 
the contents of the colon move 
at a better rate, there is thought 
to be less toxic exposure to the 
interior of the colon thereby 
reducing risk of developing 
colon cancer,” he explained. 

Colorectal cancer is the 
third most common cancer 
worldwide, with 1.2 million 
new cases diagnosed each 
year, the news release noted.

UAE president 'pardons 
five jailed Internet activists' 


(AFP) - Five Emirati Internet 
activists, jailed for up to three 
years on charges including in¬ 
sulting the Gulf state's leaders, 
have been pardoned, their 
lawyer said on Monday. 

The top court in the United 
Arab Emirates on Sunday 
handed blogger Ahmed Man- 
soor a three-year prison sen¬ 
tence, while four others 
received two years each. 

Mansoor was convicted 
along with Nasser bin Gaith, 
who lectures at the Abu Dhabi 
branch of the Sorbonne Uni¬ 
versity, and activists Fahid 
Salim Dalk, Hassan Ali 
Khamis and Ahmed Abdul 
Khaleq. 

The five, who were arrested 
in April, were accused of using 
the Internet to insult UAE 
leaders, of calling for a boycott 
of September's Federal Na¬ 
tional Council elections and 
over anti-government demon¬ 


strations. 

Their trial was criticised 
earlier this month as "grossly 
unfair" by a coalition of seven 
rights groups including 
Amnesty International and 
Human Rights Watch, which 
called for the five to be freed. 

But the Supreme Court 
pressed ahead in announcing 
its verdict.

(AFP) - Online retailing giant 
Amazon said Monday that 
sales of its Kindle e-readers 
and tablets quadrupled on 
Black Friday over the previous 
year's annual pre-Christmas 
national shopping orgy.

year," he said. 

Amazon has slashed prices

PARIS (AFP) - Europe yester¬ 
day reeled from warnings it 
faces a "deep depression" if the 
eurozone collapses and that 
every EU nation's credit rating 
could be hit without firm ac¬ 
tion to resolve the debt crisis. 

An updated growth report 
from the OECD said the crisis 
was now just one step away 
from plunging advanced 
economies into an abysss of re¬ 
cession and could trigger 
waves of bankruptcies. 

Moody's, one of the three 
main ratings agencies, warned 
even countries such as Ger¬ 
many may have to have their 
credit status revised — a move 
which would force them to pay 
higher borrowing costs. 

Italy, the focus of warnings 
from Germany and France that 
if it cannot dominate its debt 
problem it will wreck the euro¬ 
zone, launched a patriotic 
drive to encourage people to 
buy bonds. 

And while Belgium man¬ 
aged to raise 2.0 billion euros 
($2.66 billion) in a bond auc¬ 
tion, it had to agree to investor 
demands for a 5.65 percent re¬ 
turn for benchmark 10-year 
bonds compared to 4.37 per¬ 
cent less than a month ago. 

Meanwhile in Washington, 
US President Barack Obama 
hosted a summit with the top 
European Union officials over 
his mounting concern about 
the impact of the eurozone cri¬ 
sis across the Atlantic. 

"The United States stands 
ready to do our part to help 
them resolve this issue," 
Obama said after hosting EU 
representatives at the White 
House. "This is of huge impor¬ 
tance to our economy. If Europe 
is contracting, or if Europe is 
having difficulties, then it's 
much more difficult for us to 
create good jobs here at home." 

Despite the glut of bad 
news, European stocks and the 
euro rebounded sharply yester¬ 
day after days of sustained 
heavy losses, with investors 
snapping up bargains and pos¬ 
itive reaction to a report saying 
Italy was to get an Interna-

tional Monetary Fund bailout - 
- later flatly denied. 

The report by the Organiza¬ 
tion for Economic Cooperation 
and Development made grim 
reading globally, as it forecast 
the United States faced a pe¬ 
riod of slow growth, Japan's 
economy would shrink 0.3 per¬ 
cent this year and developing 
nations would also see a slow¬ 
down. But its starkest warning 
was reserved for the 17-nation 
eurozone which it said was set 
for growth of 1.6 percent and 
next year just 0.2 percent. 

The OECD said there was 
still time for decisive action by 
policymakers to avert a far 
worse outlook, urging the Eu¬ 
ropean Central Bank to buy up 
devalued government debt 
bonds in huge quantities. 

That advice flies in the face 
of an insistence by Germany 
which has so far rejected extra 
bond purchases, arguing the 


priority is for countries in trou¬ 
ble to reform their economies. 

The OECD spoke openly 
about the possibility of a euro¬ 
zone break-up, saying an exit 
by one or more countries 
"would most likely result in a 
deep depression in both the 
exiting and remaining euro 
area countries as well as in the 
world economy. 

"The euro area crisis repre¬ 
sents the key risk to the world 
economy at present," the 
OECD said. "A large negative 
event would ... most likely 
send the OECD area as a 
whole into recession." 

Moody's also evoked the 
prospect of the eurozone frag¬ 
menting, saying "the probabil¬ 
ity of multiple defaults ... is no 
longer negligible" and that 
would "significantly increase" 
the likelihood of one or more 
members dumping the cur¬ 
rency.

Spain regions close to 2011 
deficit target 


MADRID (AFP) - Spain's re¬ 
gions are close to the govern¬ 
ment's target for limiting the 
budget deficit this year, ac¬ 
cording to figures for the first 
nine months of 2011 released 
yesterday. 

The total deficit for the au¬ 
tonomous regions was 1.19 
percent of gross domestic 
product for January to Septem¬ 
ber, close to the target of 1.3 
percent for the whole of 2011, 
Finance Minister Elena Sal- 
gado said. 

The figures were good 
news for Spain's incoming 
conservative government 
which is under pressure to cut 
the deficit and reassure the 
markets that lend it money of 
its financial stability. 


Key to lowering the coun¬ 
try's overall deficit are the 
powerful regions, which man¬ 
age costly budgets for spen¬ 
ding on services such as 
healthcare and education. 

Spain has promised to trim 
its overall national deficit, a 
big worry for financial mar¬ 
kets, from 9.3 percent of GDP 
last year to 6.0 percent this 
year and 4.4 percent in 2012. 

To do this the outgoing So¬ 
cialist government imposed a 
1.3 percent deficit limit on the 
regional governments. 

This has obliged them to 
enforce painful spending cuts 
that in some regions have 
closed hospital services and af¬ 
fected schools, prompting 
street protests.

Minister: Germany ’can’t 
bear the load for all of 
Europe' 


BERLIN (AFP) - Germany 
yesterday hit back at those 
calling for the country to ride 
to Europe's rescue, with Fi¬ 
nance Minister Wolfgang 
Schaeuble saying Berlin could 
not carry the burden for the 
whole continent. 

"No European country 
would retain its triple-A rating" 
if the European Central Bank 
were to become lender of last 
resort or if eurobonds were to 
be introduced, Schaeuble told 
the foreign press association in 
Berlin. 

"Even Germany is too 
small to shoulder the entire 
burden for the whole of Eu¬ 
rope or for the whole (euro) 
currency area," said the minis¬ 
ter. 

There have been appeals 
from around the world for Ger¬ 
many either to contribute more 
heavily to the eurozone rescue 
fund or to backtrack on its op¬ 
position to pooling debt within 
the 17-nation euro zone. 

Berlin is also blocking what 
many see as the most powerful 
solution to the eurozone crisis 
— allowing the ECB to inter¬ 
vene more forcefully on the 


bond markets to bring down 
member states' borrowing 
costs. 

Despite the air of doom and 
gloom, Schaeuble was rela¬ 
tively optimistic that Europe 
could get its act together to 
solve the crisis. 

Asked how long the crisis 
would last, Schaeuble said: 
"Ah, not so long. We just need 
to convince the markets that 
the euro will emerge stronger 
from this crisis than it was at 
the beginning." 

Schaeuble's comments 
came hours after Chancellor 
Angela Merkel's spokesman 
warned that Germany's pock¬ 
ets were not so deep and it had 
its own debt concerns. 

Speaking at a regular go¬ 
vernment news conference, 
Steffen Seibert said: "Germany 
has solidarity with its Euro¬ 
pean partners and has already 
deployed enormous resources. 
But we also have debt to deal 
with. 

"We are on a good path to 
doing this ... but we too do not 
have unlimited financial re¬ 
sources," added Seibert.

Mariachi music, Fado songs gain UNESCO listing 



DENPASAR (AFP) - Chinese 
shadow puppetry, the doleful 
Fado songs of Portugal and 
Mexico's Mariachi music 
made UNESCO's annual list 
of "intangible cultural her¬ 
itage," which closed on Mon¬ 
day. 

After days of deliberation 
on Indonesia's Bali island, en¬ 
voys added 19 new traditions, 
including South Korea's ramie 
weaving technique, Turkey's 
keskek meat dish and French 
horseriding to the prestige list. 

They join more than 200 
practices already given the 
UN seal of approval, includ¬ 
ing oral traditions, performing 
arts, rituals and festive events. 

The list, which has been 
updated every year since 
2009, consists of "intangible 
heritage practices and expres¬ 
sions (that) help demonstrate 
the diversity of this heritage 
and raise awareness about its 
importance," UNESCO said 
on its website. 

The body recognised Mari¬ 
achi music for delivering "val¬ 
ues of respect for the natural 
heritage" of Mexico, while the 
spread of Fado songs through 
emigration reinforced "its 
image as a symbol of Por¬ 


tuguese identity." 

French horsemanship was 
credited with building "har¬ 
monious relations between 
humans and horses", the web¬ 
site explained. 

The list aims to boost the 
profile of "intangible cultural 
heritage" and to foster a wider 
respect for cultural diversity, 
according to UNESCO. 

Other new entries included 
Tsiattista poetic duelling from 
Cyprus, featuring impromptu 
oral poetry performed with an 
accompaniment of violin or 
lute and Croatia's Nijemo 
Kolo — a "silent" dance of en¬ 


ergetic, spontaneous steps 
performed without music. 

While entrants seek the 
prestige of joining the list and 
perhaps a level of boon to 
their tourist industries, an¬ 
other category is reserved for 
endangered traditions in need 
of preservation. 

The envoys in Bali placed 
11 new entries ranging from 
Iran to Brazil in the urgent 
preservation category, which 
has listed 16 endangered tra¬ 
ditions since 2009. 

Included this year were the 
Al-Sadu traditional form of 
weaving by Bedouin women 


in rural communities of the 
United Arab Emirates and the 
Eshuva sung prayer which is 
performed for healing or as 
part of traditional ceremonies 
in Peru, UNESCO said on its 
website. 

"There is an element of ur¬ 
gency on the items on the 
safeguarding list, otherwise it 
is feared they will disappear," 
UNESCO spokesman Rasul 
Samadov said. 

Other new entries in need 
of protection were Mongolian 
folk songs played on ancient 
flutes, the art of Yimakan sto¬ 
rytelling by China's ethnic 
Hezhen and Mauritania's 
Moorish epic T'heydinn 
poems. 

An indigenous Brazilian 
drought ritual called Yaokwa 
and Vietnam's Xoan singing, 
practised in sacred places of 
Phu Tho province during 
spring were also placed on the 
safeguarding list. 

Iran secured two spots, the 
first with its oldest form of 
dramatic story-telling, Naqqa- 
li, which recounts tales in 
verse or prose accompanied 
by gestures and movements. 

The building and sailing of 
Lenjes, traditional boats used 


in the Gulf, was also listed by 
Iran. 

UNESCO said the meeting 
on Bali had been mostly 
funded by Indonesia, which 
won a place on the list with its 
colourful clapping Saman 
dance, "the dance of a thou¬ 
sand hands", chosen from 
among 18 entries by 24 na¬ 
tions.

SYRACUSE (AFP) - Syra¬ 
cuse University on Sunday 
sacked associate head basket¬ 
ball coach Bernie Fine, who is 
under investigation for al¬ 
legedly molesting young boys. 

Fine, 65, was in his 36th 
season at the university he 
once attended. 

He had been placed on ad¬ 
ministrative leave earlier this 
month after the university 
learned authorities were inves¬ 
tigating claims by two former 
Syracuse ball boys that Fine 
molested them. 

Fine, who has not been 
charged with any crime, has 
called the allegations "patently 
false". 

A third accuser has since re¬ 
portedly come forward, saying 
Fine molested him in 2002 in 
a Pittsburgh hotel room, ac¬ 
cording to The Post-Standard 
of Syracuse. 

The accuser, 23-year-old 
Zach Tomaselli, is himself fac¬ 
ing sexual assault charges in 


Maine involving a 14-year-old 
boy. 

One of the other accusers, 
39-year-old Bobby Davis, told 
the sports network ESPN that 
Fine molested him beginning 
in 1984 and that they had sex¬ 
ual contact until he was about 
27 years old. 

On Sunday, ESPN also 
played an audiotape, obtained 
and recorded by Davis, appar¬ 
ently of an October 2002 tele¬ 
phone conversation between 


him and Bernie Fine’s wife, 
Faurie. 

On the tape, the woman said 
to be Faurie Fine says she had 
concerns about possible abuse 
by Fine but felt unable to take 
action. 

On Friday, federal authori¬ 
ties carried out a search at 
Fine's home in suburban Syra¬ 
cuse but gave no details of 
what they sought. 

The allegations against Fine 
come on the heels of another 
abuse scandal that rocked the 
mighty Pennsylvania State 
University football program. 

Former Penn State assistant 
football coach Jerry Sandusky 
has been charged with sexually 
abusing eight boys over a 15- 
year period. 

Sandusky has said he is in¬ 
nocent, but outrage over the 
failure of university personnel 
to act on concerns about his 
behavior led to the ouster of 
iconic football coach Joe Pa- 
temo.

PHILADELPHIA (AFP) - Tom 
Brady and the New England 
Patriots dealt a heavy blow to 
Philadelphia's NFL playoff 
hopes on Sunday with a 38-20 
rout of the ailing Eagles. 
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In a re-match of the 2005 
Super Bowl, Brady threw for 
361 yards and three touch¬ 
downs, while the Eagles' Vince 
Young, standing in for injured 
signal-caller Michael Vick, 
had a career-best 400 passing 
yards in defeat. 

In a season that began with 
Super Bowl expectations, the 
Eagles retain just a slim math¬ 
ematical chance of reaching 
the post-season. 

By the second half, Eagles 
fans had turned their anger on 
coach Andy Reid, chanting 
"Fire Andy!" 

"The way we played, I can 
understand," said Reid, whose 
reigning NFC East division 
champions fell to 1-5 at home. 

Vick broke two ribs in a 
loss to Arizona on November 
13. He hasn't trained in a fort¬ 
night and it wasn't clear if he 
would be able to play when the 
Eagles visit Seattle on short 
rest on Thursday. 

Young, who led the Eagles 
to a victory against the New 
York Giants as he filled in for 
Vick last week, delivered a 
creditable performance, and 
the Eagles took an early 10-0 
lead. 

But the Eagles defence 
couldn't stop Brady and the 
AFC East division-leading 
Pats, who improved to 8-3. 

Brady completed 24 of 34 
passes. Deion Branch had 125 
yards receiving and Wes 
Welker caught eight passes for 
115 yards and two touch¬ 
downs. 

Brady's favorite targets, 


tight ends Rob Gronkowski 
and Aaron Hernandez, also de¬ 
livered, Gronkowski catching 
his 11th touchdown pass and 
Hernandez with six catches. 
BenJarvus Green-Ellis rushed 
for two touchdowns. 

The Oakland Raiders took 
advantage of three intercep¬ 
tions from another fill-in quar¬ 
terback — Chicago's Caleb 
Hanie — in a 25-20 victory 
over the Bears. 

Hanie struggled in his first 
career start in place of Jay Cut¬ 
ler, who broke his right thumb 
in a victory last week. 

Houston inched closer to 
the AFC South division title 
with a 20-13 victory over Jack¬ 
sonville. But the Texans suf¬ 
fered a blow when quarterback 
Matt Leinart left the game 
shortly before halftime with a 


shoulder injury that he said he 
thought could be a broken col¬ 
lar bone. 

Leinart was already filling 
in for injured starter Matt 
Schaub, leaving the Texans 
with no experienced options at 
quarterback if Leinart's injury 
is serious. 

The Jets' Mark Sanchez 
threw four touchdown passes, 
including the game-winner to 
Santonio Holmes with little 
more than a minute to play as 
the Jets beat Buffalo 28-24. 

The Jets improved to 6-5 to 
keep their hopes of a late play¬ 
off push alive. 

Surprising Cincinnati engi¬ 
neered a second-half come¬ 
back capped by a field goal in 
the final minute for a 23-20 
victory over Cleveland. 

The Bengals improved to 7- 


4 to stay in touch with Balti¬ 
more and Pittsburgh in the 
AFC North. 

Steelers quarterback Ben 
Roethlisberger, playing with a 
broken thumb, threw for one 
touchdown and Pittsburgh's 
defence came up big in a 13-9 
victory at Kansas City. 

Chiefs quarterback Tyler 
Palko — another backup stand¬ 
ing in for injured Matt Cassel 
— had four turnovers, includ¬ 
ing Keenan Lewis's intercep¬ 
tion of a Palko pass with 29 
seconds left that sealed the vic¬ 
tory. 

Pittsburgh improved to 8-3, 
as Baltimore did with a win over 
San Francisco on Thursday. 

Denver's Matt Prater kicked 
a 37-yard field goal with 29 
seconds left in overtime to lift 
the Broncos to a 16-13 victory 
over reeling San Diego. 

In other games, Washington 
scored 16 points in the fourth 
quarter to rally for a 23-17 vic¬ 
tory over Seattle, Atlanta beat 
Minnesota 24-14, Tennessee 
forced five turnovers and over¬ 
came five turnovers in a 23-17 
victory over Tampa Bay, and Ari¬ 
zona defeated St. Louis 23-20. 

The misery continued for 
Indianapolis, with Carolina de¬ 
feating the Colts 27-19. 

The Panthers ended a 12- 
game road losing streak that 
stretched back to December 
2009, while the Colts, who 
have been without superstar 
quarterback Peyton Manning 
all season as he recovers from 
neck surgery, fell to 0-11 for 
the first time since 1986.
